1.  T.  Home : 

Gentlemen:  I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  mv 
third  annual  report,  trusting  it  may  meet  with  your  approbation. 

The  profit  derived  from  the  sale  of  wood  and  coal,  and  the  monies 
received  for  food  and  lodging,  have  enabled  us  to  pay  the  running 
expenses  of  the  Home  without  calling  on  the  public  for  assistance. 

While  there  has  been  a  decided  falling  off  in  donations,  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  Home  has  steadily  increased,  and  at  no  time  during  the 
past  year  has  any  appeal  been  made  to  the  public  for  aid  to  carry  on 
the  works 

During  the  year,  24,935  meals  and  15,824  beds  have  been  provided. 
Eight  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents  has  been  paid 
for  sawing  and  splitting  wood,  thus  giving  remuneration  to  a  num¬ 
ber  of  men  who  could  not  get  work  elsewhere. 

The  Home  is  still  procuring  temporary  outside  employment  for 
worthy  women  who  cannot  on  account  of  their  families  accept  per¬ 
manent  situations. 

During  the  year  heavy  and  much  needed  improvements  have  been 
made,  which  have  added  greatly  to  our  expenses;  of  these,  the  cut¬ 
ting  off  of  the  rotten  piles  and  rebuilding  the  division  walls  between 
Nos.  13  and  15  Davis  street,  and  the  roofing  over  of  the  wood-yard 
have  been  the  most  expensive. 

Rev.  M.  J.  Dennis  has,  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  had 
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charge  of  the  spiritual  work  on  the  Sabbath  day  in  the  Home. 
Quite  a  number  have  expressed  a  desire  to  turn  from  darkness  to 
light,  and  two  Jews  have  been  converted  through  his  earnest  en¬ 
deavors. 

The  management  of  the  Home  is  carefully  attended  to  by  the 
Superintendent  and  Matron,  and  every  effort  has  been  used  to  pro¬ 
cure  good  and  substantial  food  and  comfortable  and  clean  beds  for 
those  who  come  to  us. 

The  reformatory  work,  which  was  begun  three  years  ago,  is  bring¬ 
ing  forth  good  fruit,  the  Superintendent  having  the  names  of  ten 
who  have  been  truly  converted,  four  have  been  restored,  and  twenty- 
two  have  been  rescued  from  the  power  of  strong  drink,  have  been 
provided  with  permanent  situations,  and  to-day  are  living  temperate 
and  useful  lives.  Quite  a  large  number  have  gone  out  from  the 
Home  carrying  with  them  the  determination  (by  God’s  help)  to  do 
better  in  the  future  than  they  have  done  in  the  past. 

The  house  No.  17  Davis  street  is  still  leased  to  the  Directors  of 
the  Appleton  Temporary  Home,  and  every  effort  is  used  to  make  it 
a  blessing  to  those  who  have  been  and  are  under  the  power  of 
strong  drink.  At  present  three  (3;  are  in  the  Home  who  we  believe 
are  truly  and  hopefully  converted. 

We  trust  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  a  generous  public  may 
see  the  need  of  building  up  this  fortress  and  making  it  a  shelter  for 
those  who  in  their  own  strength  are  powerless  to  help  themselves. 

I  cannot  close  my  report  without  recommending  that  a  public 
meeting  (in  the  interest  of  the  Home)  should  be  held  annually.  In 
this  manner  the  claims  of  the  institution  could  be  brought  before 
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the  people,  its  usefulness  made  known,  and  many  charitable  persons, 
who  ai*e  unwisely  providing  the  unworthy  poor  with  food  and 
money,  would  learn  that  there  are  institutions  in  Boston  where  food 
and  shelter  can  be  procured  in  return  for  honest  labor.
